REGULATIONS FOR THE LENTEN SEASON. 


Regulations for tho Lenten season, 


to be observed in the archdiocese of 
Milwaukee, will bo Issued Feb. 1C by 
Archbishop Katzer In a communica- 
tion in German and English, and will 
be sent to all churches under his jur- 
isdiction. 
The archbishop's letter is 
similar to those of former years. Its 
full text follows: 


All the days of Lent, Sundays ex- 
cepted, are fast days of obligation, 
on which but one full meal Is al- 
lowed. 


2. 
The use of flesh moat IB allow- 


ed, by apostolic dispensation, at the 
principal meal only, on all days ex- 
cept Wednesdays and Fridays and 
also Saturday of the second or ember 
week and of holy week. 
(Those who 


are exempt from fasting may more 
than once partake of 'flesh meat on 
days not enjoining abstinence. 


3. 
The use of eggs, butter, milk, 


and cheese Is by custom 
allowed 


throughout Lent, and also tho use 
of lard Instead of butter for cooking. 


4. 
FlsU and flesh meat aro not 


permitted at the same meal. 


5. 
A collation or repast may bo 


taken in the evening, but It ought not 
to exceed the fourth part of an ordin- 
ary meal, and a cup of coffee or tea 
•with a little milk and a small slice of 
bread may be taken In tho morning 


by those who need It. 


Besides Lent, there are, during tho 
year, tho laollowlng days of fast and 
abstinence: 


1. 
Wednesday, Friday and Satur- 


day of every ember week. 


2. 
The vigils of Pentecost, of tho 


Assumption of tho Blessed Virgin, of 
all Saints, and of Christmas, like- 
wise tho Fridays in Advent; fast and 
ubstlnenco Is recommended on tno 
Saturday during the octave of St. 
Peter and St. Paul, or on tho Satur- 
day beforo tho foast if it falls on a 
Sunday. 


All Fridays Fast Days 
3. 
All Fridays during the year are 


days of abstinence from flesh meat; 
on Saturdays tho use of flesh meat is 
allowed again for this year, by apos- 
tolic dispensation, evcept In case a 
fast day falls on Saturday. 


All must consider themselves as 


strictly bound to this fast; those on- 
ly are exempt from fasting (though 
not from abstinence) who aro unuer 
the age of 21, and such persons as 
are 
sick. Infirm, convalescent, or 


otherwise of a dcllcato constitution, 
or whose strength Is impaired by old 
age, nursing, or by hard labor. Such 
ns aro seriously sick are also exempt 
from abstinence. 
Those who enter- 


tain any reasonable doubt 
about 


their obligation or fast or abstain 
ought to have recourse to their res- 
pective pastors for advice or dispen- 
sation. 


Laboring People Exempt 


By virtue of special faculties grant- 


ed by tho holy see, wo also dispense 
from Uie law of abstinence all those 
that perform physical labor, and wo 
permit thorn the'use of flesh meat 
onco during the day on all days, with 
tho exception of the Friday during 
tho entire year, Ash Wednesday, tho 
vigil of Christmas, and those days of 
the Holy week on which tho other 
faithful nre not 
dispensed. 
This 


dispensation is so to bo understood 
that at ho common meal tho whole 
family may avail Itself of the dis- 
pensation. 
However, It Is never al- 


lowed to eat fish and flesh meat at 
tho same meal. 


Moreover the faithful ought to per- 


form some other works of penance, 
e. g., abstain from Intoxicating drinks 
on tho days on which they make use 
of this dispensation. 
Likewise, all 


that oat flesh meat on tho Saturdays 
during tho year nre counseled to do 
other good works, e. g., glvo alms, 
for the grace of that dispensation. 


The annual collection for tho negro 


and Indian missions will bo taken up 
on tho first Sunday of Lent.

in the Farmer's Advocate. lie should 
be possessed of a pood head, strong 
anus and •willing hands,-nnd be honest 
and upright—of mature ago HO that 
he will attend strictly to business and 
act lika a mature person should; of 
experience that he may avoid tin; mis- 
takes often nuro to overtake tin; Inex- 
porlencod. He should have consider- 
able dairy education, that he may bo 
able to apply the experience of others 
and disseminate the necossary knowl- 
edge among his patrons; possessed of 
a goml bond, that he may do nt least a 
part of his own thinking and apply it 
practically, as well us being competent 
to manage a btmlnoss requiring excep- 
tional Judgment; strong arms and will 
Ing hands, that ho can and will do the 
work thoroughly and completely; hon- 
est and upright, that ho win and will 
treat all his patrons, an well as the as- 
sociation or company, fairly, and al 
ways do tho proper work nt the proper 
time. 


He should have Homo knowledge of 


arithmetic, 
engineering, 
machinery, 


carpentering, bacteriology and chem- 
istry, be an expert with the Ilabcoclc 
test, and bo clean, nent and accurate 
In all thing*. 


Ills ulni should bo to produce tho lar- 


gest quantity and the flnost quality of 
butter at the least possible cost, and 
the nearer ho approaches this standard 
the more valuable an; his services, and, 
so far as he Is coin-ornod, tho nearer 
perfection has modern buttor making 
bocomo.

butter at all tlmos. 


When UriMit Cnri- I> XriTimnry. 
Tho elaboration of milk Is not a vol- 


untary action. It IH n process of ma- 
ternity to provide nourishment for off- 
spring. Every disturbance retards the 
nctlon of the milk functions. 
A volun- 


tary action Interrupted may bu re- 
sumed, but not an involuntary one. A 
cow may lie down and suspend volun- 
tary action, but the lungH, tho heart 
and the mammary organs continue 
their functions uninterrupted by tha 
cow's position. If for any cause the 
involuntary actions are Interrupted, 
the retnilt Is serious and cannot be 
remedied. Groat earn should therefore 
be taken not to Interrupt the full pace 
given to the lacteal function at time of 
maternity. Every disturbance or Irreg- 
ularity will surely causa a depression 
In their activity and n shrinkage in 
milk tlow.

Wo are of the opinion that our friend 


Monrad llrst suggested a butter scor- 
ing contest for butter Judges, and the 
plan Is apparently un admirable one, 
writes E. K. Slater In Croatnory Jour- 
nal. It would certainly work no Injus- 
tice upon those qualified to act, and If 
a man Is not lit to perform the impor- 
tant duty of scoring buttor those Inter- 
ested should be so Informed. It would 
certainly result In Htrongthonlng tho 
faith of those inclined to bo credulous 
about tho absolute Justice In scoring 
butter and would satisfy everybody 
that tin; scoring was being done cor- 
rectly. Give us n buttor Judge's scoring 
contest. 


Impnrtniicf* of Cnrr. 


It is not so much tho quantity of fluid 


In tho milk pull that counts as doos the 
number of butter globules it contains. 
Some cows arc older and loss profitable 
at eight years of ago than others are at 
twelve. Difference In care Is the cause 
of it. 


I.ttllr ThlnKH Thnt Count. 


Experiments show that milking in a 


stable whore the circulation of air can 
carry the dust out, wiping the udder 
with a damp cloth and scalding uten- 
sils with a live stream of boiling water 
will not only reduce the bacterial con- 
tent of the milk, but Increase the keep- 
ing quality of the milk material. 


. Dairy Hunhnndrr Field Work. 
The department of dairy husbandry 


of tho University of Illinois has for the 
past year been conducting field work 
among the dalrymon of the state. An 
attempt has becu made to get them to 
weigh and sample the milk of each 
cow In their herds every seventh week, 
the object being to determine which of 
the individual cows arc the most profit- 
able, so that the farmer may be able 
to weed out the poor COWH and keep 
only the profitable ones. Mr. A. J. 
Glover Is looking after this work, and 
all necessary apparatus Is furnished 
by the university. The farmers -who 
take up the work are required every 
seventh week to weigh and sample the 
milk from each cow In the herd for 
fourteen consecutive mllklngs. From

results 
nre 
estimated 
the 


amounts of milk and of butter fat 
each cow has produced for the three 
weeks before and will produce for the 
three weeks following tho test. The 
Cow's yearly record is made up from 
these tests, and in this way the total 
amounts of milk and of butter fat that 
she has produced during the entire 
year are determined. 


The Milk Strainer. 


Filters and strainers are of great 


value In purifying milk mechanically, 
aro capable of removing a- largo por- 
tion of the filth from milk If applied 
before It bus gone Into solution. A 
milk strainer should be simple In Its 
construction, nil parts of It should be 
easily accessible to brush and cloth, Its 
meshes should hu lino enough to re- 
move nil the solid foreign matter and 
at the same time allow the milk to 
pass through tho filter with a reason- 
able degree of rapidity.

the world'Is given by the words of 
Christ when he referred to all 
who 


do the will of God. as his brother, sis- 
ter and mother. 
The text for

Sunday morning discourse was taken 
from the third chapter of the gospel, 
according to Mark, the 33rd 
to 35th 


verses: 


"And 
he answered thorn, saying, 


-who Is my mother, or my brethren? 


"And he looked round about 
on 


them which sat about him aud said, 
behold my mother and my brethren! 


"For whosoever shall do the will 


of God. the same Is my brother, and 
my sister, anil my mother." 


Text Misunderstood 


In the history of Christendom, said 


the pastor, this message has 
often 


been misinterpreted. 
It has often 


been used as Justification for monas- 
tlclsm. asceticism and for separation 
from all those earthly ties 
which 


man naturally holds dear. 
But this 


explanation Is diametrically opposed 
to the true meaning of the verses. 
The figure of speech Is used, as many 
other such figures were used by 
the 


Savior In the hope that they would 
bring out the particular 
meaning 


which he had In mind more clearly 
than more abrupt language 
•would. 


The familiar simile of the family 
would bring the minds of his hearers 
to the thought of relationships 
and 


sentiments which they..were all fam- 
iliar with. 


By these relationships were 
ex- 


pressed the common feeling which 
actuates every man in the world. To 
tho men who were seated about him 
the learned, definite language of the 
wlso men would have contained none 
of the forceful suggestions of the slm 
lie. 


Familiar Relationship 


Tho figure of brotherhood which Is 


UEed expresses the indissoluble na< 
ture of the tie -which binds together 
sons of the same father and mother. 
It must have meant much to Christ's 
listeners when It dawned on them 
what was the divine 
relationship 


of Wulch he spoke. 
Sisterhood also 


brought before them the feeling of 
the" reverential honor which Is paid 
this family, the Christ had begun to 
bring women into. a more honored 
position than they had ever held be- 
fore. 
. 


In. motherhood Christ's, 
listeners 


were called on to conjure up the Idea 
of motherhood as It Is at Its best. 
However abased that 
relationship 


may some times he. It Inevitably car- 
ries with It a certain (inalienable dig- 
nity. 


Man's Response Needed 
From this pn'ssago tho conclusion 


may be drawn that there Is 
a rela- 


tionship between man and God which 
only awaits a response on 
the part 


of the former to bring it Into more 
vital existence. 
There Is that In the 


nature of man which makes him move 
toward God. 
Even from'the depths 


of humiliation the Lord Is willing to 
raise a man. to raise him until • he 
occupies even a more exalted state 
than he did before his fall 
from 


grace. 
There are thoso who have 


fallen so low .that they are unwilling 
to believe that there Is repemptlon 
in store for them, but these words or 
Christ prove their fears useless. 
. One more Inference may natural.y 
bo drawn from these verses. There 
Is a relationship between man and 
God which transcends all the while 
It presumes all moral sanction. 
It 


Is like the unthinking love of the son 
for his father. 


Baffles Explanation 


When the son Is called upon . to 


explain why he loves and reveres his 
father above all others It may bo 
difficult for him to explain his affeC' 
tlon. 
The father may bo of great 


goodness, ne may be Just, large-heart- 
ed, generous, but It Is for 
none of 


these qualities that the son loves him. 
He would love h.m anyway, because 
of tho parental and filial relationship. 


It may not be possible to 
explain 


the joy which Is felt In the knowledge 
of the love of God. 
But the power 


and blessedness of that relationship 
Is none the less real. 
H Is one of 


tho great and comforting Incentives 
toward and aids In the living of 
a 


Christian life.

Chicago ta Furnish More Than Half 


the Red.Men's.Allowances. 


Washington. Feb. 16.—The 
annual 


contracting for supplies for the entire 
Indian service of the country, will be- 
gin at Chicago the middle of April. 
Tbe Indian bureau has practically com- 
pleted Its arrangements for the work. 
Almost half a million dollars' worth of 
tupplles of all kinds will be handled 
through the Chicago warehouse dur- 
ing the 
coming 
finance 
year, an 


amount considerably over half the ag- 
cregate. for the service. Official esti- 
mates have been tent to congress ap- 
j»roxlraaUng:thc amount of business at 
tho Chicago warehouse this year as 
follows: Tonnage, 10.000,000; value of 
the goods. $475,000; cost of the-ware- 
house, $22.000. The commlttues on In- 
dian affairs of congress have received 
a report from Commissioner Jones giv- 
ing these figures, and adding: 


"Less rent Is paid the present year 


for the Chicago warehouse than last 
year, but this la overbalanced by hav- 
ing to pay cartage. Prior to this the 
•warehouse was located so as to avoid 


' the cartage charge, because the freight 


cars could be run Into tho building. 
Chicago ships groceries, boots and 
shoes, a larger proportion of the dry 
goods, some clothing, hardware, wood- 
••ware, harness and' harness hard- 
•ware, wagon material, agricultural Im- 
plements.- paints -and 
oils, 
tinware, 


stores.: school supplies, medical sup- 
plies, packing-house products and sub- 
sistence.

of 1,7-12,202 tons over the preceding 
year, or nearly 25 per cent. This Is 
the largest output that was ever tnado 
by. the Indiana mines, and It Is esti- 
mated that outside of yearly contracts 
all of the coal was rfold at an advance 
of from 25 to 40 por cent Increase 
over the price of a year before. The 
reports also show a steady Increase 
In output In the last twelve years, 
raising gradually from 3.791,211 tuns 
fn 1S90 to the figures of last year.

For persons desiring a quantity of 


hot water on short notice the water 
heater now described will prove par- 
ticularly valuable, though It will be 
found useful on all occasions requiring 
hot water, fays a writer In the Scien- 
tific American. The device Is designed 
to rapidly heat flowing water or 1* 
used In connection with n reservoir to 
heat water circulating therefrom and 
tlnw store up a quantity of hot water. 


The reservoir or water tank Is pro- 


vided with two pipes connected at their 
lower ends by a U shaped coupling. 
One of these pipes, which Is provided 
with means for heating the water.cou- 


KLECT1UO WATER irEATEB. 


tnlncd therein. Is longer than the other 
pipe, BO that ax the water is heated It 
will flow to n higher level In the tank 
and the cooler water will pass down 
through the shorter pipe, thus keeping 
up a circulation. A discharge cock Is 
connected with the hot water pipe, 
through which the water may be 
drawn off as required. 


Tho heating device consists of n fine 


wire wouud In colls about the pipe, the 
latter being covered with an Insulating 
coat of mica or other equivalent Insu- 
lating substance. 
The wire offers a 


high resistance to the electric current 
passed through It, and sulllclcnt heat Is 
thus generated to heat the water. The 
heat of the wire cannot rise much be- 
yond that of the pipe because of tho 
continuous circulation of water, so tha't 
no fear may be entertained of burning 
out the wire. The circuit can be closed 
or opened by operating the plug at the 
bottom of the device, which Is adapted 
to fllde between two spring contact 
pieces forming the terminals of the 
heating medium.

Uclslugfors on the use of electricity nn 
a plant fertilizer. HU experiments 
nhow that for plants growing on arable 
land of medium quality an Increase of 
45 per cent In the crops Is obtainable.

Of 
course the gloss'Is removed whenever 
the paste sticks nnd the result Is any- 
thing but a uent photograph. The evil 
is generally due to carelessness, but 
Boinetlmo.s the method of doing the 
pasting Is al fault, says the P.roolclyn 
Dally Eagle. Occasionally the pasting 
Is done on glass and the different prints 
of the same size are supposed to hu 
placed In the same position, but In- 
variably one print Is n little larger than 
the rest or It Is not placed just right 
nnd the edges are covered with paste, 
or perhaps the glass is cleaned off each 
time, but not thoroughly dried. 


There Is'n simple and qulcl; way of 


mounting <U-y prints which leaves no 
excuse for anything but clean work. 
Take n newspaper and trim the folded 
edges on the cutter or with the scissors. 
Then paste one print on each sheet of 
paper, being careful to hold It down 
tlniily so that It cannot slip on to the 
pasted portion. In this way each sheet 
is thrown away ns soon ns used nnd 
there Is no paste nround In the way. 


Of course care must be taken not to 


touch the glossy surface of the print 
with the sumo lingers used to hold It 
down while pasting.

Hero- 
after there will lie lint one term of four 
weeks annually, beginning the latter 
part of November.

In "in- 
junction with the School of Agriculture. 
It Is but a part and parcel of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota and Is subject to 
Mich rules and regulations as govern 
the different departments of that great 
Institution. The School of Agriculture 
of Minnesota has attracted the atten- 
tion of tin; agricultural world to a

marked degree, and the dairy school 
has certainly accomplished Its 
full 


share In establishing the excellent rep- 
utation which thin Institution enjoys. 
The situation of the school la a well 
chosen one, combining the rural and 
metropolitan advantages necessary to 
the maintenance of such an Institution 
most happily. 


Tho term of four weeks known na 


the dairy school's regular course Is In- 
tended for creamery butter makers. The 
work of the school consists of lectures 
and practical work In the creamery, 
the forenoon being devoted to talks ou 
creamery work In general, lectures on 
chemistry 
and 
bacteriology, 
cream 


ripening, the butter maker's relation 
with his patrons, etc., and the after- 
noon to practical work In the cream- 
ery, whore milk Is received and sepa- 
rated, where the starters are propa- 
gated and the cream ripened and 
churned. The Instructors in the school, 
who are engaged for only the four 
weeks' session, are assisted In the work 
by the regular specialists at the state 
farm, who deliver Interesting and In- 
structive lectures on their particular 
lines of work.

Milk regularly at the name tlmo each 


day equally between mllklngs, COWB In 
the same order and by the name milk- 
ers if possible. Milk quickly, but gen- 
tly. Get all the milk each time, but do 
not keep on stripping after you havo 
done It. 


At the recent meeting of tho >"ew 


York State Dairymen's association Mr. 
II. K. Cook of Denmark, N. 1'., read a 
paper on "The Development of Fancy 
Milk Products." 


Mr. Cook said that In the past decade 


a rapid development has taken place In 
fancy cheese nnd proprietary 
foods 


made from milk. Tho state of Wiscon- 
sin leads today, with threo-llftlm of the 
total output of fancy cheese. Now 
York Is second, with one-third. The 
center of the fancy cheese Industry la 
In Greene county, \Vls.. where the peo- 
ple are mostly Swiss. The fancy cheeses 
are In growing demand, and the Indus- 
try should receive mou* attention. 


This brand of Swiss cheese comes 


within the limit of ordinary expendi- 
tures for cheddar cheese and therefore 
within the means of many factories. 
The cheese Is made In kettles now 
manufactured with steam connection. 
The curd Is soaked at a high tempera- 
ture, and a large waste of fat takes 
place, which Is saved In the better 
equipped factories by passing tho whey 
through a separator, or It Is hand 
Bklmmcd. The cheese requires from 
seventy-live to a bundled days for cur- 
ing. First It Is put in n cellar with a 
temperature of (K! to 70 degrees, next 
In a temperature of CO to (53 degrees 
and finally In a temperature not abovo 
CO degrees. It Is a sweet mill: produc- 
tion, yet there are certain ferments ap- 
parently demanded for developing Its 
flavor and especially the "eyes," for 
which it Is noted. 


I am of t!iB opinion that bacteriolog- 


ical investigation Is needed to control 
these ferments not unlike the control 
we now exercise In cheddar cheese. 
. There is a group of German cheeses 
that have as a basis of manufacture 
the same general principles. Thesi 
cheeses are highly prized by our f*ir- 
rlgn population. 


Orc-Kon'n Clieeic. 


Oregon Is Justly proud of Its cheese, 


which enjoys a well earned and envia- 
ble reputation on the I'acillc coast. It 
had quite a number of factories in op 
cratlon in ISO!), nnd yet In that year 
the value of the condensed milk pro- 
duced by the one factory In tiio state 
of Washington exceeded the value of 
nil the cheese produced in Oregon.-- 
Northwestern Agriculturist.
